first tim e an o strich farm has e \ e r 
been unde r t a k e n iu such a climate, 
with th e exception of u small 
farm 
starte d last year by Mr. Hile 
Hile, who is fa m ed as a big g ame 
hunte r in South A m eri ca and Africa, 
broug ht three pa ir s of young ostriches 
to this country last year and esuib- 
li-hed a farm at Bloomsburg , Pa. To 
Ids surp rise the birds g ot along as well 
as did thos e th a t h ave been thriving 
on California ost rich farms, and s e w n 
mont hs ag o he decided to m a k e a big 
importation. 
"B ecause of th e larg e profits Urn; 
can be obtained from the- e birds," he 
said, "I concluded t h a t if I could suc­ 
ceed In my unde rt a k ing it would be 
¡he beg inning of a g re a t industry in 
this country. 
"Abyeoinla is th e borne of the only 
g ood ostriches, th e Blue Nile birds, 
and rig ht from th e s t a r t 1 was beset 
with difficulties, 
b ecause 
Germany, 
Portug al, Italy a nd E ng la nd have laws 
ag ainst taking o strich e s from Abys­ 
sinia, th e only nati on not having such 
laws a t the 
tim e I 
st arted 
being 
France. 
“G e rm a n S o uth w e s t Africa had ruled 
me out by royal edict the year before 
because of my c a p t ur e there. 
I bad 
to g o into the interio r to g et the birds 
and t h e n g et th e m out throug h French 
territory. 
"I s t a r te d on m y actual hunt from 
Jibuti on the east g ulf of the coast of 
Somaliland, being th e only white man 
in th e parly. 
In all, I took fifty-four 
natives, and I w as t h e only arm ed per­ 
son in th e party. 
F o r four mo nth s we 
stayed In the interio r 
g etting 
our 
birds. 
"Our metho d wag first to build a 
larg e corral, k no w n as a zereba, of 
twig s and brush, m a d so stro ng that 
not even a lion could break into it. 
Then we est ab li shed what we called 
pots, with wing s t h a t lead the birds 
into a trap. 
"A lways I had tw o thing s in mind. 
First, I was to c a p tur e the bird©, and 
then 
1 
was to k eep them alive for 
propag ation, so J studied thei r h a b i t - 
nig ht and day, as I had done th e pre­ 
vious year. 
The actual h unti ng of ^be birds is 
comparatively tame. 
We Just waited 
until we saw some and th e n cha-'od 
them into the pots. 
T h e y were then 
tvvig s and brush, m a de so st ro ng that 
until we g et them into hug e baskets

this way \\o would c a r r y th e m to the 
corral to keep th e m th ere until we 
were th roug h with our hunt.
